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While American People Center Attention 
On Election, Berlin Crisis Grows 


While the attention of the American people is centered 
upon the coming presidential election, and the coming 
special session of Congress, the tense situation in Berlin 
grows taut and approaches a very dangerous point. 

While the United States reaffirms its defiance of the 
Russian blockade of Berlin, the Soviet-controlled press threat- 
ens Russian interference with U.S. and British planes bring- 
ing supplies and fooa into the beleaguered city. Defiance 
on both sides could certainly result in very serious com- 
plication, possibly even a third World War. 

A’ British airforce spokesman said yesterday the Rus- 
sians cannot carry out their threat of interfering with Allied 
air traffic without resorting to military action. If this is 
actually contemplated by the Stalinites, it can readily be 
seen what the natural consequence is likely to be. 

DeWitt MacKenzie, Associated Press foreign analyst, in 
his column in The Daily News-Herald yesterday wrote that 
“the tug of war between Bolshevists and the democracies 
over Berlin has produced a tautness which can't long con- 
tinue without something snapping.” 

The threat of interferring with U.S. and British food 
planes certainly brings that snapping point closer and closer. 
One “unfortunate” incident could conceivably plunge us 
and the rest of the civilized world into another war from 
which"none of us might conceivably recover. 

But what is Russia after in her blockade of Berlin and 
how far will she go in fulfilling her aims? Again, we quote 
from Mr. MacKenzie’s column. 

“What Russia is aiming at is control of all Germany, 
including the wealth of the great industrial Ruhr,” he de- 
clares. “The struggle over Berlin is just.a stepping stone. 
If Russia could bring the Reich completely under Moscow’s 
domination, she could boast that she had taken a long step 
towards the conquest of all Europe.” 

How effectively the United States can deal with the 
foreign “crisis” at the height of a presidential election is 
problematical, of course. To declare that our foreign policy 
should be bi-partisan is a commendable ideal, of course, 
but it is only natural to expect that any two parties will 
differ in their approach to any problem, whether it be 
foreign or domestic. The fact that we have a Republican 
congress and a Democratic administration could well be 
responsible for the bold threats being made by. the Rus- 
sians at this time. However, regardless of party differ- 
ences, we are sure that both Republicans and Democrats 
will conduct themselves in the interests of their country 
first and their party second. 

These are fateful days in which we livé. We have 
numerous domestic problems around us, many of which 
still remain unsolved. Add to it the determination of Rus- 
sia to dominate Europe and our equal determniation to 
stop her and it can be readily seen what this and future 
administrations will face in the years ahead. One thing 
the American people must do in the coming election and 
that is to see that both Congress and the President belong 
to the same party. For we have already seen the net 
result of what happens when you have two opposition 
parties each partially in control of the national government. 
It is not a condition under which the best government 
is realized and the most effective policy formulated.

confidence in the White House. 

The fact that a Democratic 
president was in office; that an 
eight-year térm has become tradi- 
tional;' that administrations are 
eeldom overturned during pros- 
perity, and that despite high prices 
everyone today is fully employed 
at comparatively high wages— 
these were the party’s real assets.

Some Landlords Given ' ‘Break’ 
In Amended Rental Regulations 


Any landiord who bc%eves that , 
property owned by him is being 
operated at a less may file with 
the area rent office a landlord’s 
petition for inerease in rent due 
to operating at a loss. 

In filling out this form, a land- 
lord will show his total ineome 
from the property (present an- 
nual schedule rental ineome plus 
income other than rents), 
tal operating expenses for the cur- 
rent year, and by deducting onc 
frem the other he will arrive at 
his operating loss. 

For determining operating cx- 
penses, the ferm includes an allo- | 
cation schedule to be used by the | 
landlord in figuring expense items 
which do not oceur each year and | 
which must, therefore, be spread 
over a period of years. The period 
of years shown in the table for 
each item must be used unless the 
landlord can show that in his case 
sueh expenses have been incurred 
more frequently. Operating ex- 
penses include depreciation, but 
exclude interest charges.
